REPORT OF SELECTMEN AND OVER- 
pemno OF THE POOR. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Walpole: 


We beg to submit the following report for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1909. 

The indebtedness of the Town is $140,540. Notes to the 
extent of $10,500 have been paid during the past year. We 
are pleased to report to you that we have closed the year with 
an unexpended balance of over $4,700. 


POOR. 


Each application for aid was duly investigated and relief 
given in all deserving cases. The Canton almshouse, where 
the Town boards three of its poor, was visited and found to be 
in excellent condition. The Walpole inmates are well cared 
for. The Town has been fortunate in this department, and the 
year has been closed with an unexpended balance, but, as this 
account is always uncertain, we recommend the same appropri- 
ation for the coming year. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


We have now 234-40 c.p. and 6-60 c.p. incandescent lights 
in addition to 13 kerosene lamps maintained by the citizens. 

If the Town had signed a 10-year contract with the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Co., we would have received a 10 per 
cent. discount or an actual saving of $349.90. 

We recommend the same appropriation for the coming 
year.

TAXES. 


On August 13, Mr. George P. Spear resigned as Collector 
of Taxes and Water Rates. Mr. Harry A. Whiting was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy. His report is appended and speaks 
for itself. 

As the Town Collector is required to give bonds for the 
faithful performance of his duty, the Town should define his 
duties by voting on what dates the Poll, Personal and Real Es- 
tate taxes must be collected and on what date a// taxes must be 
collected and paid to the Treasurer. : 

The uncollected taxes for 1906, 1907 and 1908 should be 
collected at once and in future years no taxes should be uncol- 
lected when the next tax list is committed. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. Howard Patton having resigned his position as Chief 
of Police, N. Emmons Winslow was appointed to this office. 

In East Walpole, Officer William P. Crowley has done 
regular patrol duty each night in the week until 11 o’clock, ex- 
cepting Saturday night, when he remains on duty until 1 A. M. 
Sunday. Owing to the increasing population in this section of 
the Town, there is more or less disturbance at times on the 
streets, and the employment of a regular patrol officer has long 
been needed. 

We recommend an appropriation of $2,000 for all expenses 
of the Police Department for the coming year. 


TOWN HALL. 


At a special town meeting in November, the Town voted 
$200 for alterations and repairs to the lower town hall. These 
alterations have been completed and the lower hall now presents 
a greatly improved appearance, it having been restored to its 
original size and will seat about 200 people. A cloak room, 
which has long been needed, has been built at the right of the 
main hallway. 

We have had the chandeliers removed from the main hall 
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and also in the offices on the first floor and Tungsten lamps sub- 
stituted which give better service, at a reduced cost, than all the 
lights formerly used on the chandeliers. 

Minor repairs have been made where needed throughout 
the building, and we now consider it in good condition. 


EMERGENCY ROOM—SPECIAL APPROPRIATION. 


This appropriation was not used, owing to the fact that there 
is no place at present to build this room except in the basement, 
and, as in all probability the town hall will have to be enlarged 
in the near future, we decided to let this matter rest for the 
present. 


TOWN VAULT. 


The vault has now been fixed to the satisfaction of all 
Boards and is divided into private compartments, and so arranged 
that a new vault will not be necessary for a number of years. 


HIGHWAYS. 


We call attention of the town to the gift of $250 made by 
Mr. C. S. Bird, Highway Surveyor, to cover overdraft on this 
account, and extend the thanks of the Town to Mr. Bird. 

We recommend the same appropriation for the care of 
highways and bridges for the ensuing year. 

Owing to the uncertainty of the expenses of the Removal of 
Snow account, as shown by the severity of the recent storms, 
we recommend an increase in this appropriation. In our opinion 
the roads and sidewalks must be made safe and passable, and 
in order to meet expenses of the work a sufficiently large appro- 
priation should be available. 


HAMLIN’S CROSSING—-WEST WALPOLE. 


We succeeded in having the Railroad Company install an 
automatic electric bell at Hamlin’s Crossing on Lincoln Road in 
West Walpole. As this is a dangerous crossing, this bell will 
serve as a warning of approaching trains and affords better se- 
curity and protection to the public.

Acting under instructions, I have audited the books of the 
Town for the year 1909, and find the same properly kept and 
all balances as shown by the bookkeeper’s report are correct. 

There is, however, a difference between the Treasurer’s 
balance, as shown by his report, and the balance as shown by 
the Bookkeeper in her report of $133.46. This amount was 
paidto the Treasurer by Mr. George P. Spear to close his account 
as Tax Collector, after the Treasurer had closed his books, and 
appears on the Treasurer’s cash book in January, 1910. 

I have verified the Treasurer’s cash and find the same cor- 
rect as called for by the books. 

In closing I would recommend that the Town pass a vote 
limiting the time for payment of taxes.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
ON VALUATIONS. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


For a number of years past there has been considerable 
discussion relative to the matter of valuations, the statement 
often being made that inequalities exist in the value of all 
classes of property—manufacturing, real estate and personal. 
Those particularly interested in bringing this subject up. were 
animated entirely by one idea, viz., to work out a system or policy 
whereby every property owner in town would know and feel that 
his property was being measured according to the fairest stand- 
ard of value, and that each should pay his just share, and this 
has been the one aim of the Committee throughout all the dis- 
CUSS1ONS. 

APPOINTMENT OF THE COMMITTEE. 

At the annual March meeting the following vote was 
passed : 

“Voted: That a Committee of Ten be ap- 
pointed by the Moderator to study the methods of 
valuation of both real estate and personal prop- 
erty; the Committee to hold public hearings and 
draw up definite recommendations, these to be 
submitted to a vote at a future Town Meeting and 
as ratified and modified at such meeting to be 
transmitted to the Board of Assessors; this Com- 
mittee to have the power to fill any vacancies in 
the Committee and to increase the size of the Com- 
mittee, if they deem it advisable.” 


In accordance with this vote the Moderator appointed 
the following Committee: 


P: R. Allen, M. F. McCarthy, 
F. J. Gleason, J. HH. Plimpton, 
R. H. Hartshorn, J. B. Rooney, 
D. W. Higgins, L. E. Vose, 
J. S. Leach, H. A. Whiting. 
Later the Committee added the following names: 
Edwin T. Cobb, i. L. Shepard, 
J. B. Mowry, C. H. Smith, 

J. M. Smith. 


Committee organized as follows: 
Philip R. Allen, Chairman. 
Joseph S. Leach, Secretary. 


PROBLEM OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The Town of Walpole has a certain amount of money 
to raise by taxation each year for running its business. The 
problem of the Committee was to help work out a policy that 
would make the burden of expense, so far as it is possible, shared 
equally according to the amount of property that a man has. 
They were not appointed to devise new theories nor consider 
whether or not the present system is fair and equitable. They 
were not appointed to criticise past methods, but to work out 
a method in line with the present day conditions. 


RECOMMENDATIONS AS TO VALUATION. 


In considering the subject of taxation and assessment 
in Walpole the Committee has taken into account four ele- 
ments of assessment, as follows: 

1—Machinery and Manufacturing Plants. 

2—Buildings. | 

3—lLand. 

4—Personal Property. 


Machinery and Manufacturing Plants. 


After a full discussion at a meeting attended by manu- 
facturers and the Board of Assessors and a State Supervisor, 
the Committee passed the following vote, which they rec- 
ommend the Town to adopt: 


“We recommend that an expert be hired by 
the Assessors to appraise the machinery in the 
manufacturing plants of the Town of Walpole and 
that $500.00 be raised and appropriated for the 
use of the Assessors for this purpose.” 


Taking into account the varied industries in the town, 
the machinery plants of each individual industry requires for a 
reliable and accurate assessment, expert machinery knowledge. 
The Committee believes that no Board of Assessors could be 
chosen who would possess the expert mechanical knowledge and 
experience which is necessary to an independent and _ official 
appraisement of this class of property. The Committee has 
made this recommendation with no reflection on the manu- 
facturers or disparagement to the Assessors. ‘The recommenda- 
tion has the unanimous approval of the manufacturers them- 
selves, the full Committee and the Board of Assessors. 
Buildings. 

In regard to all classes of buildings the Committee rec- 
ommends the following basis of appraisal and assessment: 

A fair replacement value with a reasonable allowance 
for depreciation. This principle of appraisement should pro- 
duce an equitable valuation on all buildings, both new and old. 
Old buildings would be subject to the increase in the cost of 
building materials, less a reasonable deduction for annual de- 
preciation, and new buildings would be subject to conditions 
prevailing at the present time of construction. 


Land. 
The Committee decided that the only way to handle this 
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question would be to divide the Town into districts according 
to the following classes: 


Business Section. 
Residential Sections. 
Farm l[Lands. 


A piece of land was taken representing the maximum 
value in each particular district, other pieces of land to be 
graded from the land of maximum value. In certain cases, at — 
the request of the Board of Assessors, the Committee was asked 
to help establish the maximum value in the business and resi- 
dential sections. ‘The Committee found that such a method of 
classification was absolutely necessary in a town like Walpole, 
where only a few lots come in upon the market at any one time, 
and few actual sales occur to help establish a standard of value. 
Furthermore, the cost price of a piece of land is not always its 
taxable value, because circumstances sometimes compel the sale 
of property for less than its real value or the person pays, for 
special reasons for a certain piece of property, considerable 
more than its real value. During all the discussion the Com- 
mittee has been guided entirely by the interpretation of the 
State Authorities, viz., that a fair market value is the price at 
which a willing seller will sell to a willing buyer. Investigation 
showed that many assessments have been levied on about the 
same valuations which have prevailed for some years past, and 
under different conditions than those prevailing today. Many 
of these valuations were established before the Town had any 
electric lights, town water, street railways, increased school ac- 
commodations, or any of the improvements which go to making 
a modern thriving community. 


Personal Property. 


The valuation of personal property, such as money in 
the bank, incomes, stocks and bonds has always been, of course, 
a most difficult problem. The Committee has been informed 
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by the Assessors that a number of citizens in Walpole hand in 
lists of their personal property, but they say further that there 
are a large number of citizens with large holdings who ought 
to make returns but do not. The Committee strongly recom- 
mends that the Board of Assessors use every means possible to 
get the citizens to fill out the lists as furnished by the Assessors 
and then if these lists are not sent in that the penalty prescribed 
by law be enforced. We believe there are a large number of 
citizens in Walpole who through ignorance of their duty, or 
habit, fail to realize that if they do not pay their just share of 
the burden according to the amount of property they have they 
are doing an injury and treating unjustly everyone else who 
does pay his share. The usual answer of the man who is honest 
in all other matters except the payment of taxes is that “nobody 
else pays.” The Conrmittee believes that now is the time for 
this Town to go on record and have it said that ALL the people 
of Walpole pay their just share of the burden because “HV ER Y- 
BODY else does.” The largest manufacturing industry cannot 
under any law or by any right be assessed on a lower basis than 
the smaller industry. The largest estate and the smallest house 
must be measured by the same standard, and must be taxed 
solely on the basis of amount of property owned. Any other 
system is admittedly unfair discrimination. The old theory 
that the Assessors must not tax a man too high for fear of his 
leaving Town or some such reason, must go. The old idea of 
letting the Assessors tax only what they can see, must also go. 
Such theories mean that the man whose property is all visible 
in houses and land pays an unequal share of the burden and 
really pays the tax.of the man who is perhaps more fortunate 
and has stocks, bonds and other intangible property on which 
he pays no tax. | 


SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE. 


We recommend: 


1. That an expert be hired by the Assessors to 
appraise the machinery in the manufacturing 
plants of Walpole and that $500.00 be raised 
and appropriated for the use of the Assessors 
for this purpose. 

2. That on Residential Property within the dif- 
ferent districts that a maximum value on land 
be established, all other land in the same districts 
to be graded and valued according to the stand- 
ard. 

3. That on land available for house lots and as 
yet unimproved, that they be valued at house lot 
rates, less the cost of building streets and de- 
veloping. 

4. That on houses a fair replacement value with 
a reasonable allowance for depreciation. 

5. ‘That farm lands be valued entirely according 
to their situation and condition—-the land 
brought to a high state of cultivation to carry 
the maximum value. 

6. That the Town at the next annual Town Meet- 
ing appropriate $500.00 to begin a general sur- 
vey of the Town under the supervision of the 
Board of Assessors. This survey to be continued 
each year until a complete and accurate survey 
is established. Such a plan would not only show 
the distances for assessment purposes, but would 
also be invaluable in laying out new streets, 
water mains, etc. | 


In closing, the Committee asks the full co-operation of 
every property owner with the Board of Assessors. If the rec- 
ommendations of this Committee are followed, the valuations 
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on certain buildings and land in this Town are bound to be 
raised, but the Committee also feels that if present inequalities 
are changed, and the Personal Property pays its proportionate 
share, that the tax rate of this Town will be materially lowered 
and, therefore, there will be some compensation on the other 
side. 

This report was read and discussed at the Public Hearing 
held Monday, May 2nd, and it is printed and distributed to the 
tax payers of the Town .by vote of the Committee.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY SURVEYOR. 


WALPOLE, Mass., Jan. 4, 1910. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The financial statement hereinafter appended shows where 
your money has been expended. For details of expenditure I 
refer you to the bookkeeper’s report. 


MAIN STREET. 


From Kingsbury’s corner to Russell’s driveway this street 
for many years has been in a most deplorable condition, while 
now it is, perhaps, the best street in town and has stood well 
the wear of automobiles during the past summer. The bridge 
on this street over the Neponset river is too narrow and therefore 
a walk should be constructed outside of the bridge over the river. 


EAST STREET. 


The ash road on East street is on the whole a success, 
especially since it has been covered with an inch or so of gravel. 


SOUTH STREET. 
This street has been considerably improved in the past year, 
but is not yet in good order and to make it what it should be, it 
will need in places several inches of good gravel. 


WASHINGTON STREET. 
From East Walpole to South Walpole, in some places, this 
is the poorest street in town. Some of these bad places, at 
least, ought to be substantially fixed during the coming year. 


=) 


PLIMPTON STREET — HICKEY’S HILL. 


An insufficient sum of money was appropriated to properly 
finish this work. It was a case where the town voted money 
without having previously obtained a careful estimate of the 
cost. The money appropriated I think was wisely expended. 


MAIN STREET SIDEWALK FROM STETSON BRIDGE TO GILL STREET. 


Here was another case of voting money before a careful 
estimate of cost had been made. The sum appropriated was 
insufficient to complete the work. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Again I advise the town not to build any more concrete 
sidewalks. Properly constructed gravel walks are cheaper, 
better and more sightly. In the past twenty years enough stone 
has been carted from the gravel pits and highways to have built 
many miles of sidewalk all over the town and in the future all 
stone screened from gravel ought to be utilized for sidewalk 
purposes. 


GRAVEL SCREEN. 


Very late last fall I erected a power gravel screen in the 
South Walpole pit and spread on the streets thin layers of good 
gravel at a very low cost per yard. The stones which we 
screened were used for sidewalks and streets. Next year we 
ought to spread 2,000 or 3,000 yards of the South street gravel 
on the highways and if we do that we may expect excellent 
results. 


BRIDGES. 


The town ought in many places to replace wooden bridges 
with cement, which in the long run are cheaper and safer, In 
fact it is difficult to know when a wooden bridge is unsafe. 


SNOW. 


I have been much criticised because in the last big snow - 
storm the streets were not more quickly made passable. Per- 
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haps some of the criticism was justifiable, but considering the 
severity of the storm, I believe the work was fairly well done. 
The town is not responsible for the piling up of snow on the 
streets by the Street Railway Company and they claim it was 
impossible for them to do any more than clear their tracks. I 
tried to relieve as quickly as possible the thickly settled part of 
the town and in doing that, of course the outskirts suffered. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


No money exceeding $100.00 in amount ought to be appro- 
priated by the town to carry on new work for highways, unless 
previous to the vote, the town has been advised by a competent 
engineer relative as to the cost of doing such work. Much poor 
work has been done in the past owing to the anxiety of the 
Highway Surveyor to finish the work within the amount appro- 
priated, which proved in many cases inadequate. 


HIRING MEN. 
For town work it has been and will be my policy to hire 
. citizens only of the town, provided it can be done without wast- 
ing the town’s money.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
FIRE ALARM. 


WaLpoLEg, Mass., Dec. 31, 1909. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We have had very little trouble with our fire alarm system 
this year, having weathered several severe storms with no break 
downs. 

I believe that at the March meeting a vote was passed to 
appoint a committee to estimate on the course of completing our 
system. Ido not think that this committee was appointed, so I 
will give you the following estimate for completing practically 
the whole system. 

This will include the extension of line down Main street to 
Mylod street, taking in boxes numbered 13, 14, 15, 51, 56, 58. 

Extension of line up Main street to Spring street and on 
West street, taking in boxes numbered 41, 42, 47, 48. 

Extension on East street to box numbered 62. 

Extension on High Plain street to Washington street to box 
numbered 28. 

The following boxes will also be installed: Numbers 27, 
325 345 35+ 375 395 395 O1, 63, 71, 72. 

The cost of the line work for these extensions has been es- 
timated at $950. 

The cost of 23 boxes at $75 each, $1,725. Total $2,675. 

The following boxes, 213, 416, 417, 418, located on private 
property, can be installed if these extensions are made, but I 
think that these should be paid for by parties who own the prop- 
erty, and their cost has not been included in above estimate. 
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I give these figures to the citizens of the town only as an 
estimate, but I think it will cover the cost of the work. If you 
will study your fire alarm card you will see that this will include 
a large part of the town. 

The few extensions that will be made eventually to the 
system as it will then be, can not be made now economically, as 
the streets these extensions will be made on have no pole lines 
at the present time. 

The box which costs $75 is what is called a non-interfering 
box, that is, if two boxes are pulled at the same time you will 
get the alarm from one box only, after that you will get the 
alarm from other box. If you use the box which costs $50 you 
could of course save some money, but please remember that if 
two boxes of this style are pulled at the same time it will be im- 
possible to tell what the alarm is, as both boxes will come in 
together. 

I trust that this will give the citizens the information which 
they wish concerning the cost of the fire alarm system.

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REPORT OF PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The bookkeepers’s report will show you how your money 
has been expended for park purposes. 

In Walpole centre the small park is in better condition 
than it has ever been and it seems to us wise to keep it so, even 
though we have to expend a considerable part of the park ap- 
propriation for that purpose. 

The school-house grounds are not so attractive as they 
should be, for the reason that the town does not appropriate a 
sum of money for park purposes sufficient to do much more than 
we have done. 

The grounds around the High School are not what they 
ought to be. The town has expended about $60,000 on the 
High School buildings, and little or nothing on the land. It 
would be wise to lay out these grounds carefully and then from 
time to time expend a sufficient amount of money to carry on 
the work in accordance with a well defined plan. 

Last year we suggested the advisability of acquiring more 
land for park purposes. Unless the town does this soon it is a 
question if, in years to come, they will be able to buy suitable 
land at a reasonable price.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 
The following is respectfully submitted :— 


The annual inspection of dwellings, chiefly tenememt 
houses, was made by the Board’s agent and considerable in the 
way of faulty sanitation was found, and ordered repaired. 

Both tenant and owner appear to be to blame in many 
cases, the later often after some delay, putting the premises in 
repair, and the former by careless handling and abuse causing 
the work to fall into a state of neglect. Inthe case of plumb- 
ing, leakage occurs, unsanitary conditions develop, and these be- 
come a menace to the health of the occupants. 

While not desiring unnecessary complaints for investiga- 
tion, the Board would welcome signed complaints, well found- 
ed, of nuisances existing to the detriment of the public health, or 
to the health of an individual. 

The responsibility for the health of the town rests largely 
upon the individual citizen in keeping a careful watch over the 
cleanliness of his own premises as well as that of his neighbor. 

Contagious diseases were reported as follows: Diphtheria, 
four; scarlet fever, twelve; whooping cough, two; measles, 
three; tuberculosis, nine; scabies, six; anterioi poliomyelitis, 
two; mumps; typhoid fever, one. 

The death rate for the town was fourteen per thousand. 

Fourteen dwellings were disinfected. 

Twenty-nine plumbing jobs were inspected.

GYPRSXEMO THO REE OR?. 


In 1908 there were 60 infected places, about 40 were cleaned 
out, the balance are nearly so; we found them 100 to 500 feet 


distant from the first place. In the fall of 1909 there were 115. 


infected places. A wood lot on Elm street is the worst place. 
South Walpole is the least infected of any part of the town. 

We ought to have a power sprayer if we are going to do 
anything with the elm leaf beetle. There is no time to get around 
with a hand machine and do the gypsy work.

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THIRTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Board of Trustees herewith submits its annual report. 


The annexed report of the Librarian, which includes the 
library statistics, the list of new books, a list of donations and 
other items, shows conditions which should be of interest to the 
public. . 

The Trustees would like particularly to call attention to the 
increased circulation of books, to the fact that the reading room 
has been used on Sunday afternoons more than ever before, and 
to the extended use of the stereoscopic views now made possible. 

In view of the fact that our connection with the Tabard 
Inn Library was no longer practicable, the Trustees, following 
the lead of other libraries as reported at a recent meeting of the 
Massachusetts Library Club, have introduced a ‘* Supplemen- 
tary Pay Collection.” The books are entirely fiction; either 
duplicates of popular novels already on the shelves, or those of 
such passing interest that their purchase for the library is unde- 
sirable. These may be taken at the usual rate in circulating 
libraries—2 cents per day. 

The Trustees purchased these books on their own personal 
responsibility, and will share any possible loss, while the library 
will profit by any gain. 

We have been obliged, during this year, to spend a part of 
our regular appropriation for repairs; it has been necessary to 
repair the roof, also to point up some of the brick work where 
the water had worked in and loosened the mortar. 
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As it is the custom of the town to make special appropria- 
tions for repairs on its public buildings, the Trustees ask for an 
appropriation of $300 to cover the expense incurred last year, 
and for repairs which will be needed during the coming year. 

The drainage of the library lot is a matter which should 
receive attention as soon as practicable. Owing to the clayey 
nature of the soil, it is impossible, under present conditions, to 
take care of the surface water, which leaks into the basement 
rooms at every hard rain. 

The only permanent way to remedy this which suggests 
itself is to lay a pipe, at a sufficient depth, out to Lewis avenue, 
then along Lewis avenue and School street, connecting with a 
drain at the corner of School and Stone streets, which empties 
into Spring brook. 

If this is done, we think the trouble will be effectually rem- 
edied. This work may come within the province of the Park 
Commissioners, or the Highway Surveyer. 

The Trustees take pleasure in recognizing the faithful ser- 
vices of the Librarian and her assistants. 

Donations have been heartily appreciated and are hereby 
acknowledged. Our thanks are tendered to Fahrenholt Bros., 
who carry the books to and from the East Walpole branch, and 
to Mr. E. S. Spear, who continues the service to South Wal- 
pole, free of expense to the library. 

The Trustees ask for an appropriation of $2,500 for the 
maintenance of the library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Trustees of the Walpole Public Library : 


The Librarian’s report for the year 1909 is herewith pre- 
sented. The policy of the library is in the line of increasing 
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the privileges of individuals as far as justice to all will admit. 
To this end many books are issued for a month with the under- 
standing that, if desired by others, they may be recalled after 
the expiration of the usual two weeks limit. Vacation cards 
are also granted for those who wish books to take on their sum- 
mer outings. 

It may not be generally known that unbound magazines, 
with the exception of current numbers, are issued as seven day 
books. The wide range of subjects covered by these may be 
seen by referring to the list given. The additions for 1910 are 
Machinery, Popular Mechanics, and The Electrician and Me- 
chanic ; the demand for periodicals of this class coming largely 
from young men and older boys. 

A. very useful addition to the resources of the library is 
found in the stereoscopic views. We have represented some of 
the most beautiful regions of the United States, and many in- 
teresting pictures of Great Britain, Japan and other countries. 
Two carrying cases are provided, holding a stereoscope and a 
set of views so that people who are unable to come to the 
library may enjoy them at home. 

A formalin lamp has been procured for the fumigation of 
books that have been exposed to infection, a closet in the base- 
ment being used for the purpose. 

The money received from fines has been used for occasional 
assistance in the library, Tabard Inn exchanges, daily papers, 
stationery, cards and other library supplies, tungsten lamps, ex- 
press bills, minor repairs, the expense of attending the meeting 
of the Library Association, printing, and numerous other items 
attending the administration of the library and the care of the 
building. 

Following this report are tables showing the work done 
during the year.

To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The Committee appointed as to disposition of the Village 
schoolhouse submit the following : 


We have looked into condition of same and find the build- 
ing badly in need of repair. Being unoccupied, it is deterio- 
ating rapidly. It will require a large expenditure to reopen it 
to make it at all suitable for a schoolhouse. ‘The location is not 
desirable and the basement is very low and damp. When the 
expenses of new teachers and janitor are considered, the Com- 
mittee deem it advisable to dispose of the building. The one 
session plan advocated, and which seems satisfactory to the ma- 
jority of parents, makes more room at this time, and possibly 
for a year to come, unnecessary. In getting the opinions of citi- 
zens of the town as to advisability of disposing of this building, 
we find a small minority who favor its retention for school pur- 
poses. 

We would suggest that prompt action be taken at the March 
meeting in regard to this matter, as the building standing idle is 
fast going to decay.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


The Walpole Water Commissioners herewith submit their 
fifteenth annual report, it being for the year ending December 
31, 1909. 

As in former years, the report contains a detailed statement 
of receipts and expenditures, together with statistics concerning 
the plant. 

At the annual town meeting, Mr. Thomas F. Maguire was 
re-elected a member of the Board for three years. The Board 
organized with the choice of Henry P. Plimpton as chairman, 
and Myron H. Piper as clerk. 

The regular work of the department has been about the 
same as in former years, the plant is in good condition, and very 
few repairs to make either at the pumping station or on the 
street mains. 

All three of the standpipes have been painted on the inside, 
and when emptied for that purpose were found to be in good 
condition. 

479 feet of 6 inch cast iron pipe has been laid in Grover 
street, off of Massachusetts avenue. About 250 feet of 6 and 
8 inch pipe was put in for the fire service of the Lewis Mfg. 
Co. , 

Either on account of the light rainfall or the condition of 
the Neponset river during the year, the department has been 
called upon to pump over thirteen million gallons more water 
than last year. The average daily consumption was 396,508 
gallons, with a total for the year of 144,725,343 gallons. The 
supply, however, has been sufficient to meet all demands, even 
when over one million gallons were pumped in one day. 

Since the collection of water rates was taken out of the

hands of the town treasurer and turned over to the town collec- 
tor, the Commissioners feel that he, the collector, should be 
given definite instructions by the town as to his obligations in 
living up to the regulations of the water department. Your 
attention is called to the amount of unpaid water bills due the 
water department.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the School Committee : 


The efficiency of any school system depends in a large mea- 
sure upon the corps of teachers. Mr. Kingman is to be con- 
gratulated on having secured so strong a body of teachers. A 
Superintendent can prove his worth to a community in no more 
effective way than in making a wise choice of teachers. It is 
one thing, however, to select a good teacher and quite another 
to keep her. The Superintendent does the former, the town 
must do the latter. 

For a town to be situated so near to a large city, as Walpole 
is, makes it difficult to keep the teaching force intact. There is 
a constant tendency for teachers to gravitate to the larger centers. 
There are two reasons for this condition, the first of which is, 
that the tenure is more secure. When a teacher once gets into a 
large school system she knows that so long as she does her 
work well she need not fear for her position; the second is, that 
the maximum salary is not reached so quickly. A successful 
teacher who starts at forty dollars per month is entitled to an in- 
crease of five dollars per month each successive year for a rea- 
sonable length of time. According to the present salary schedule 
in Walpole the maximum salary of $55.00 per month is reached 
her fourth year. On this basis the logical life of a successful 
teacher in Walpole is four years. 

I do not mean to infer that all successful teachers leave at 
the end of the fourth year. Some because of other considera- 
tions, such as being at home, have seen fit to stay for a much 
longer period. These teachers should receive what they are 
worth, nothwithstanding the fact that they prefer staying here 
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to going elsewhere. The question might arise ‘*What are they 
worth?” The answer is simple enough. They are worth to 
Walpole exactly what they would be worth to any other com- 
munity if they cared to change locations. In other words, they 
are worth what other teachers of equal merit are receiving in 
other communities. 

If a high degree of efficiency is to be maintained in any school 
system, the teaching force must be kept intact. Of the twenty- 
eight teachers reported in service on January I, 1909, seven 
have resigned since that date. While the teachers who have 
been selected to fill these vacancies are doing excellent work for 
inexperienced teachers, they are not expected to be able to mea- 
sure up with teachers of equal natural ability having greater ex- 
perience. Ask any business concern if they can hope to accom- 
plish as much by constantly changing their employees as they 
can by keeping their trained force. When a commercial house 
finds an efficient, trustworthy employee its policy is to pay him 
as much as he could get elsewhere. It cannot afford to be con- 
stantly breaking in new men for the various responsible posi- 
tions. What is good policy for a business enterprise is certainly 
good policy for an educational system. 

Let us look at the matter fairly and ask ourselves the ques- 
tions : Do we want our teachers to be working for less than they 
are worth, merely because they prefer staying here for other 
considerations than to going elsewhere? Are the best teachers 
too good for Walpole? Iam quite sure that you will agree 
with me that the best are none too good and that we are willing 
to pay all teachers what they are worth. 

In order that teachers may do their work efficiently they 
must study the changes which are occurring in our social and 
industrial life. New conditions are constantly arising and our 
educational procedure must be modified to meet these new con- 
ditions. A teacher who is content to be directed by the same 
ideals, to do the same work in the same way year after year will 
soon find herself in the rear of the procession. The Walpole 
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teachers recognizing this fact are studying under the direction of 
the Superintendent, ‘‘Carlton’s Education and Industrial Evo- 
lution.” We hope, by this study and by the discussions which 
follow, to be able to adjust our educational ideals more nearly 
to the requirements which modern conditions make upon our 
public school system. 

A time honored topic in connection with school affairs is 
‘¢Co-operation between the school and the home.” Much has 
been said on the subject; little has been done. We all agree 
that the efficiency of the work of the school would be increased 
if there were a more sympathetic and harmonious relation be- 
tween the school and the home. The trouble is that parents 
have been busily engaged in discussing in their homes and in 
their clubs what the schools should do and what they should not 
do, and the teachers have been equally busy discussing at school 
and in teachers’ conventions what the parents should do and 
what they should not do, but they get together only when there 
is some trouble to settle. A few communities have tried getting 
the parents and the teachers together for the purpose of discuss- 
ing questions which vitally concern the school and the home, 
and with excellent results. 

Teachers have too limited knowledge of the home life of 
the child; parents, too limited knowledge of the school life. 
Many parents feel that they are doing their whole duty toward 
their children and the school by occasionally visiting the school 
in which their child is a pupil. This is well, but I believe it 
fails to accomplish the desired end; that of placing the teacher, 
the pupil and the parent in a harmonious relationship. What 
in my judgment is much better would be to have the parent call 
upon the teacher for the express purpose of getting acquainted 
with her and to help the teacher to get acquainted with her 
child. 7 

Discuss the child honestly and frankly. The parent need 
not tell the teacher that her child is the brightest one in the 
room; if this is true, the teacher will find it out soon enough; 
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but let her tell the teacher the things in which the child is inter- 
ested at home; the child’s peculiarities, if he or she has any. 
Let the teacher tell the parent what the school is seeking to do 
to help the child and how the home can co-operate with the 
school to accomplish that end. Let them both see that the home 
and the school are complements of each other and by recogniz- 
ing that fact each can serve its purpose better. 

Your Superintendent would be very glad to co-operate 
with the parents of the Walpole school children in any way that 
he can to bring about a better understanding between the school 
and the home. If there is a desire on the part of the parents to 
meet for the purpose of discussing school affairs I shall be very 
glad to arrange such a meeting. 

From the teacher’s point of view the following are some of 
the things that the home can do to make the school more effi- 
cient: to see that the child is put to bed at the proper hour so 
that he will get a sufficient amount of sleep to enable him to get 
up in time in the morning, thus preventing his eating a hurried 
breakfast and from being late to school; to have his bed-room 
well ventilated ; to clothe the child comfortably; to see that the 
upper grammar grade pupils and the H. S. pupils observe the 
proper hours of home study; to see that his baths are at- 
tended to regularly and properly; to provide proper nourish- 
ment; to prevent the use of coffee and tea, and to keep the chil- 
dren off the street after night fall. If the above suggestions 
were more closely observed, the child would be sent to school in 
a much more fit condition for study than many are now sent. 

Educators and school authorities have been very slow to 
recognize the importance of providing adequate opportunities 
for wholesome recreation for children. A child who does not 
have the opportunity to engage in good rollicksome play of some 
sort or other must not be blamed for being stupid at his lessons. 

We cannot afford to overlook the play instinct of children. 
Play is just as essential to the well-being of a child as food, 
clothing, sleep and air. The recess period at schoo! should be 
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one of genuine enjoyment. Teachers should encourage children 
to indulge in games of the appropriate sort during these periods, 
when they do not do so of their own accord. A little help and 
attention from the teacher will go a long way in this particular. 
Children are quick to reciprocate, and they will respond with 
much more determined efforts to please the teacher in the school- 
room. 

The sentiment favoring the purchase of additional land for 
the purpose of enlarging our playgrounds is significant. 
This, in my judgment, is one of the genuine needs of our 
schools. What a pity that the playgrounds surrounding our 
schools are limited, when there is land adjoining which can be 
secured at a reasonable cost. The wonder is that this movement 
was not started long ago. Let us hope that all will join heartily 
in providing the various schools with this much needed additional 
playground, regardless of cost. It seems to me that to econ- 
omize in this respect would be poor economy. Some one has 
well said that ‘‘Since God has given children the . play instinct 
man should provide the playground;” another one has said 
equally well ‘¢The boy without a playground grows up to be the 
man without a job.” Let us then provide the playground. 

We feel encouraged over the outlook for the Evening School 
for this coming winter. Numerous inquiries have been made 
regarding it. We have tried to get in touch with those who are 
interested and with those who should be interested in it, in every 
available way.. Through the co-operation of Mr. Reaveley and 
the Commercial department in the High School about one hun- 
dred personal letters were written to recent graduates of the 
High School and to other persons whose names were given us. 
by parties especially interested. 

Our aim is to put the Evening School on such firm basis 
that it will appeal to those who should attend in such a way that 
they will feel that they cannot afford to miss the opportunities 
which it offers. There is one class of persons whom we are 
particularly anxious to reach: those who leave the public day 
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school between 14 and 16 years of age. A large percentage of 
young people, for various reasons, leave school during these 
years. They are still in the formative period and if they can be 
interested in one of the industrial courses their chances for suc- 
cess in life will be greatly increased. 
| With our additional equipment in the domestic science de- 
partment, the work in cooking could be made much more inter- 
esting and helpful this coming winter than in the previous 
winters. I firmly believe that the Evening School should be a 
permanent institution in Walpole. In order to make it serve its 
distinct purpose the needs of the community must be thoroughly 
studied. 

This is the age of experimentation. Progress cannot be 
made without it. We should still be marking time just where 
our grandfathers were if there had not been those who were 
enterprising and courageous enough to try new ways of doing 
the same thing. As it is to be expected, all experiments were 
not successful. But every experiment taught its lesson, if only 
that it was a failure. 

The medical profession could never have reached its present 
state of efficiency without experimentation. If the truth were 
known, doubtless many people have lost their lives by being vic- 
tims of experiments; but think of the countless multitude whose 
lives have been prolonged because they have been experimented 
upon. 

To a certain extent an educational experiment is now being 
tried in the Stone School. The two session plan was fully dis- 
cussed by Mr. Kingman in his report last year. He has gone 
into the question very carefully. He has collected evidence 
from Superintendents where the plan is in operation. On the 
whole, this evidence is favorable. That it has disadvantages no 
one can deny; but after studying it from every available point of 
view we are forced to admit that it seems to be proving a suc- 
cess. Of course it is too soon to render a final decision. 

The week before Christmas vacation all second grade 
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schools in town were given the same examination in order to 
compare the work of the second grade in the Stone School with 
the work of the second grades in the other schools. There was 
no appreciable difference. I, therefore, recommend that the 
plan be continued during the winter term under slightly modi- 
fied conditions, so far as it concerns the second grade. In the 
first grade it seems advisable to return to the old plan for the 
winter term since the attendance has fallen off so greatly. The 
morning and afternoon sessions should be of the same duration. 
This can be done very easily by lengthening the afternoon ses- 
sion. I do not believe that any one’s child is being sacrificed by 
this plan; if I thought so, I should recommend a change. I 
shall be very glad to go into this question more fully with any 
parent who thinks that his child is not being fairly treated. 

Much is being written and said regarding industrial educa- 
tion, but as yet little has been done. Many educators are rather 
dubious about genuine results. In my judgment the weight of 
opinion is decidedly on the side that favors making our educa- 
tional procedure apply more directly to specific needs, or rather 
making it apply more specifically to individual needs. I believe 
that one of the educational problems that Walpole, as well as 
every similar community, will soon be called upon to solve, is 
to provide industrial training of some sort. It, therefore, be- 
hooves us to keep in touch with what is being done in other 
communities, and in the meantime to be studying local condi- 
tions with reference to our own needs in that respect. 

If the general level of the human race can be elevated by 
offering trade instruction in our public schools, then let it come, 
the sooner the better. One thing is certain, by far too many 
boys and girls are reaching the adult stage of their existence 
without a definitely chosen career, or without any specific train- 
ing for a definite purpose. 

The welfare of any State depends upon the stability of its 
citizens. No society can hope for a high degree of stability un- 
less a large proportion of its citizens is successfully engaged in 
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some pursuit or calling. No individual can hope to be success- 
ful in a pursuit or calling if he is not fitted, both by nature and 
by training, for the particular thing in which he is engaged. 
That the public schools should be expected to help each indi- 
vidual to realize this end seems reasonable.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To Mr. H. S. Gruver, Superintendent of Schools : 


For many years men great in philosophy, science, peda- 
gogy and art have considered drawing one of the most essential 
studies which can be pursued in the common schools. They 
have made it an important aid in the development of the mental, 
moral and athletic nature. They have regarded it the best 
trainer of the eye and hand, and have said that no work in 
school better trains the power of attention and the habit of ob- 
servation. For a number of reasons which need not be here 
stated our country has been slow to acknowledge with action 
the ideas of these men. 

Massachusetts, the first state to recognize drawing as an 
element of education, has since 1870 included drawing among 
the subjects which are required to be taught in the public 
schools. Now, one of the state public school laws reads: 
‘¢ Schools shall be taught by teachers of competent ability and 
good morals, and shall give instruction in orthography, reading, 
writing, the English language and grammar, geography, arith- 
metic, drawing, the history of the United States, physiology 
aud hygiene, and good behavior.” 

This means that all children can and should learn to draw 
as they learn to read, write and figure. Cities and towns obey 
this law and drawing is taught in the schools, but all children 
do not learn to draw as they learn to read and write. The ma- 
jority of towns give drawing some money and time but not its 
proper place in importance and attention. Good work is de- 
manded in other subjects but not in drawing. Thus results are 


not satisfactory. Children neither draw well in school nor do, 
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they show after they are out of school that they have acquired 
from drawing any power for good seeing, and skill in using 
their hands —any sensibility to beauty. 

This is true of the children in Walpole, and it is more 
true than it ought to be for the time and money that is spent on 
drawing. Why is it? Aside from the constant inattention of 
the pupils to serious work in a few of the rooms, the principal 
reason is that the grade teachers have little interest, information 
or skill. These are necessary for good work in any subject for 
teacher and pupils. If the teachers do not possess them the 
children can not obtain them. Some of the teachers have so 
little interest in the subject that they object to attending the 
meetings at which the work is explained. Only six of the 
teachers belong to the class which meets for a drawing lesson 
for an hour and a quarter once in two weeks. 

If worthy results are to be seen in the high school, the cus- 
tom, of allowing the children in the grades to do thoughtless, 
hurried work must be stopped. Yearly, pupils enter the high 
school unprepared in drawing because naturally they did not 
care for the subject, and they were not required to master it. 
These pupils compelled to take first year drawing until their 
_drawings show that they understand the elementary principles, 
learn to enjoy what they have disliked and in time work with 
some skill. But always they are deprived of the certain help 
which an early training gives. 

We should take drawing more seriously, consider its value 
and with interest and energy prove its worth. Parents need to 
believe that it is an essential part of education; the school board 
should require for drawing as high a standard as they require 
for other studies; teachers should know what good results are 
and strive to get them from every child. We should not be con- 
tented with better work than is done in some other towns, but 
we should be unsatisfied until our work is the best that can be 
done.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


May Hiss: Gruver, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir—I present the following report on the work in 
music of the Walpole schools : 

Music is taken as a study in the schools. It is pursued sys- 
tematically and carefully. Many children come to school una- 
ble to carry a melody, and individual work brings them to a 
keener pitch perfection and a true carrying of tune. Primary 
teachers are each year by constant work enabling all such chil- 
dren to sing accurately. 

From the first grade the music training is carried on, secur- 
ing a perfect scale from each child and beginning with time and 
reading. The second and third grades continue with exercises 
of greater difficulty. In the fourth and fifth two parts are sus- 
tained, three in the sixth, four in the seventh and eighth grades. 

All principles of music are learned and well established be- 
fore the scholar enters the High. Not only are the children 
able to read the written music but they are themselves capable 
of writing music to illustrate principles of it. Individual writ- 
ten work and individual singing are taken throughout the course. 
Singing alone at sight an eight measure piece demands alert and 
accurate thinking, and developes confidence and self-reliance. 
The sight singing is graded and includes the most difficult ex- 
amples of music published. 

The High school work is entirely chorus singing. A Glee 
club is organized and is now preparing for a concert program. 
Each class is given daily instruction by the teacher, and each 
class is visited weekly with the exception of the North and 
South buildings, which are visited once in two weeks. 
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The High is given two periods each week — one for the 
entire school, one for the Glee club. 

Music holds a charm in the home—music pervades and 
brightens the day in the school. Song singing gives mood and 
spirit to the work. 

Last June the work of the Weaver system was demonstrated 
with all grades before the public. The children at the end of 
the year were equal to the high standards of the course, and 
their attainment was gratifying to teachers and parents. 

The acquiring of a good standard of work is due in large 
measure to the earnest, conscientious daily work of the teachers.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The following is a brief summary of the work done in the 
medical inspection department of the public schools for the year 
just closed : 

Eighty-eight notifications were sent to parents or guardians 
relative to general physical defects in the children, namely : 
Defective teeth, enlarged tonsils, adenoids, skin eruptions, etc. 
These notifications were exclusive of those sent by the several 
teachers for the defects of vision and hearing. 

Attention of the parents and guardians has been directed in 
several instances to special cases of improperly clothed children 
and to a few children whose unkept condition necessitated a 
notice advising greater personal cleanliness and more frequent 
change of clothing. 

Also a few cases of scabies or the itch have been found and 


the infected ones excluded until proper treatment had been be- 


gun. 

Several cases of ‘+ pediculi capitis” were discovered and 
the children excluded until free from vermin. This condition is 
not always due to neglect, but possibly to a previous case, the 
child coming ii contact with the head, headgear or clothing of 
an infected child. 

As in the previous years of medical inspection, the correc- 
tion of faulty positions, resulting in curved or round shoulders, 
the forward stooping of the body due to leaning over ia studying 
and tending to lateral curvature of the spine, bas been an impor- 
tant part of the work. They have been taught how to exercise 
so as to build up the opposite sets of muscles and thus to cor- 
rect these faulty positions. 
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Having been asked to state what would be considered the 
most suitable breakfast for a child say of twelve years (about the 
average age of those attending public schools), I submit the fol- 
lowing. Upon this subject one cannot lay down a hard and 
fast rule, but the food mentioned below would probably result in 
the most nutrition with the least expenditure of energy in diges- 
tion. Such a breakfast might consist of cereals, thoroughly 
cooked, of which wheat with sugar and milk is probably the 
best. A little fruit might precede. Next lightly cooked eggs 
(boiled or poached), with some light vegetable like baked po- 
tato with butter, also whole wheat or corn bread. Together 
with or in place of eggs could be given broiled steak, lamb 
chops or some similar digestible meat, hygienically prepared. 

I cannot dismiss the subject without a word of remonstrance 
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against the so-called ‘‘ lunches”’ supposed to be eaten during the 
noon hour and to build and strengthen the bodies of growing 
children. One instance, probably an unusual one, was recently 
called to my attention. This boy had for luncheon a can of 
tomato and some bread. Now no persons in this town are so 
poor that they cannot provide a better lunch than that for a 
child. If this were due to poverty it might only excite pity, but 
investigation would probably show that the parents were able to 
have tea, coffee, tobacco and what not for themselves, and that 
this provision, or lack of such, for the child was probably due 
to ignorance of what was needed in the way of proper nourish- 
ment. Right bere might be mentioned what would generally be 
considered a suitable lunch for a school child. Sandwiches 
made of meat, eggs, beans and peanut butter. Plain bread and 
butter, fruit, cookies and plain cake with perhaps an occasional 
piece of pie. The following suggestions, taken with modifica- 
tions from a recent issue of the Boston Herald, will furnish 
some food for thought for certain parents as well as nutritious 
food, if followed, for school children: 

Monday—Bread and butter, cold sliced chicken, celery, 


plain cake, cookies. 
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Tuesday—Jelly sandwiches, jar of tapioca cream, two 
doughnuts, cheese, orange. 

Wednesday—Bread and butter, cold medium roast beef or 
lamb, apple turnover, grapes, figs. 

Thursday—Brown or graham bread sandwiches, cup cus- 
tard, cookies, dates, piece of pie. 

Friday—Parker house rolls, jar of salmon salad, two 
tongue sandwiches, sponge cake, sweet chocolate. 

It is to be hoped that the school authorities may see their 
way clear to provide some kind of warm drink during the noon 
hour, as was the custom formerly. This would remove one of 
the objectionable features of the cold lunch problem. Another 
matter that it is desirable to dispense with is the use of the com- 
mon drinking cup, there being now on the market an attach- 
ment which may be placed on a common faucet (which is self- 
cleaning), and is especially desirable for use in schools. 

The common towel is now, in our higher regard for per- 
sonal cleanliness, being discarded and it is only a question of 
time when such chances of possible contagion will be a thing 
of the past. 

The assistance of the visiting nurse in school inspection is 
invaluable, and it is hoped that money may be forthcoming so 
that this may be a permanent feature. 

Several school rooms were disinfected during the year on 
account of children belonging to the rooms having had conta- 
gious diseases.
